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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s)l-20, wherein the claimed invention con^rises a zoom lens comprising, a reflecting 
optical element for bending an optical path and remains fixed upon zooming, and an aperture 
stop that remains immovable with respect to position upon zooming, wherein condition satisfied: 
0.45<log Yfi/log Y<0.85 where y =fT/fw, and magnification the lens group B at the telephoto 
end/a magnification of the lens group the wide-angle end, provided that fw and fx are focal 
lengths of the zoom lens at the wide-angle end and the telephoto end, respectively, as claimed.
